the defendant shall not leave the judicial district without the permission of the court or probation officer; 

the defendant shall report to the probation officer and shall submit a truthfril and complete written report within the first five days of 
each month; 

the defendant shall answer truthfully all inquiries by the probation officer and follow the instructions of the probation officer; 

the defendant shall support his or her dependents and meet other family responsibilities; 

the defendant shall work regularly at a lawftil occupation, unless excused by the probation officer for schooling, training, or other 
acceptable reasons;

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ADDITIONAL TERMS FOR CRIMINAL MONETARY PENALTIES 

THE COURT FINDS that the defendant does not have the ability to pay a fine and waives imposition of a fine in this case. 

The special assessment is immediately payable to the Clerk of the Court for the U.S. District Court, District of Columbia. 
Within 30 days of any change of address, the defendant shall notify the Clerk of the Court of the change until such time as 
the financial obligation is paid in full. 

The defendant shall be held joint and severally liable with his accomplices for the restitution imposed. Payment of the 
restitution is due immediately. While incarcerated, the defendant shall make restitution payments through the U.S. Bureau 
of Prisons' Inmate Financial Responsibility Program. Restitution payments shall be made to the Clerk of the Court for the 
U.S. District Court, District of Columbia for disbursement to the victim.
